Wert Beaten In Most Furious Bat­ 


tle Vet Fought In Galicia. 


Berlin, Feb. 17.—Tire 
capture

Block olid Hielsk, two towns of n o r t h ­ 
ern Poland, on the right bank of the 
V i s t u l a rh* P. by G erm an troops, is 
announced in an official report I rom 
the German general staff. 
It states that then* two towns were 
:aken by the Germans after a abort 
light, which resulted in the (aptUte 
of about 1000 prisoners. 
The announcem ent of the capture 
of Flock is the most Important that 
nan been made since the new s of the 
Russian defeat iii East Prussia. Flock 
is less than fifty m iles west north­

Novo Georgic sk, the great 
fotress which protects Warsaw ironi 
tile northwest. Bielsk is a tew miles 
north northeast of Pluck. 
The Germ an su ccesses in this re­ 
gion show that the Russian drive to 
ward Thorn

being rapidly forced back in northern 
Poland.

Great 
Britain will permit 
foodstuffs for the civilian population 
to enter Germany. 
The British governm ent has shown 
in r any w ays that it is unterrified 
b> till* als ct attacks on shipping aud 
that it iias no thought of m aking any 
concessions to Germany, but on the 
contrary is preparing to tighten tin* 
restrictions upon freight m ovem ents 
toward that country. 
It is considered unlikely, however, 
that any evidence could be produced 
which would induce Great Britain to 
permit the food to go to Germany 
without the action of any prize court. 
Statem ents in parliament have indi- 
(ated that it is the determ ination of 
Great 
Britain 
lo make 
reprisals if 
Germany enforces her threat to de 
siroy m erchant ships, together with 
their crews, and a prohibition against 
foodstuffs destined tor Germany will 
be formally proclaimed as soon as tile 
authorities are satisfied that Germany 
intends to put its threat into execu ­ 
tion. 
When issued tile governm ent's re 
tuiiutory m easures against the threat­

The German proposal was p resent­

The railroads of Pennsylvania and New Jersey believe that the public 
should be fully advised concerning the Full Crew laws in these states. Costly 
experience has demonstrated that these laws have worked to the detriment of 
public interest and that their repeal would redound greatly to the advantage 
of the people. 
Not a Fight On Trainmen 
The railroad companies making this announcement wish the public to 
clearly understand that this appeal ic in no way to be conrPmed as being aimed 
at the trainmen in their employ, nor is it an effort to curtail operating ex­ 
penses at the cost of public safety or service. 
The companies point to the fad, with justifiable pride, that whenever 
public safety and convenience demanded an increased number of employes 
the necessary men were put on trains. 
Behind this statement is a record of 
advancement-- and improvement achievements which is a most vital factor of 
calm anc? dispassionate consideration of tho laws in question. 
Bt * whop arbitrary la vc arr paff.ed which compel thew* railroad compeniet to burden 
their payrolls w lh 'tone $?,000,000 annually for wasted, unwarranted extra labor, and which 
actually means a decrease, rather than an increase, in operating effie!ency, together with 
heaver casualty lirts, I u undeniable that the puh-ir rbotdd be put in full touch with exist­ 
ing conditions that the people rn av judge w'seJy for themselves should an effort be made to 
impugn the s’nccre motives which prompt this educational campaign. 
How Full Crew Law Works 
A twmty-nine-ear frcVht train can be operated wJh five men. 
Add a car and an 
extra iran must f»o on. 
The law rcc|ii‘reK no larger crew on a hundred-car train. 
A four-rar passenger train can run wi h live men. 
On a five-car or longer train 
there must bo an extra rran. 
Even if all the cars ere Pullmans, with porters and a Pullman 
conductor, a stx-man ra’lroad crew is required. 
A milk or express train of twenty or more cars, runnng through, sealed, and virtually 
without stops, must carry a crew of six. The only place four of them would ride would be 
in the end car. 
When the Ft:’! Crew law bcearr e effect*vc ’n Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania Ra tread 
Lines E'M of P.ttshurgh end T’.r’e were operating in Penrsylvz-ia 2,971 weekday trains. 
Of 
these, 1,1C8 passenger and 1,061 frc’ght trains were manned up lo or beyond the law’* 
requirements. 
The 1,198 passenger trains which were provided with crews equal to or in excess of 
the law’s requirements consisted principally of local or semi-local trains, making frequent 
stops and handling a lari e number of passengers. The second brakeman was employed to 
expedite the departure cf trains from st^t'ons and to assist conductors in collecting tickets. 
The 1,061 freight trams on which the law rcqu red no additional men consisted of 
local freight trr ins carrying package freight, on which brakemen were required to load and 
unload cars; road - i h f t i doing a large amount of work, necessitating the throwing of 
•witches and much hand braking on cars; mine trains, placing empty cars and picking up 
loaded cars, and through slow freight trains of heavy tonnage on the Philadelphia and Middle 
Divisions on winch the brakemen riding on the front part of the trains were required to assist 
the firemen. 
Official Casualty Statistics 
The effect of the Full Crew la’.vs in forc;ng extra men into already adequate train 
crews, thus divid’ng rev.'-’nstbibty, has been to increase the hazard of operation.

In November, 1914, it was subm tted to a referendum vote. The people repudiated 
the law bv a vote of 324.085 against 159,593. 
A proposed Full Crew law frr Texas fai’ed to pass owing to the popular protest against 
it, led by the farmers. 
In 1907, Governor Charles E. Hughes, of New York, vetoed an attempt to enact rn 
Full Crew I aw in that rtate. 
In 1912, Goverror John A. Dix, of New York, also vetoed a Full Crew measure. 
Governor Foss, of Massachusetts, vetoed a Full Crew bill passed by the legislature. 
In 1913 the Stele Assembl/ w’sely referred a bull Crew law to the Railroad

Governor Cruce, of Oklahoma, vetoed a Full Crew bill in 1913.

as may be necessary to give such assurance.” 
The railroads now appeal directly to the people, who demand the greatest safety 
at all times and who realize that a policy of wise economy, and not one of wasted revenue, 
will enable the railroads to adequately fulfill their obligations and meet ‘hose demands as 
they should be met.
